ORDER OF REVIEW 


F,r the VOLUNTEER and ASSOCIATED CORPS 7ha! 
aſſemble in Hyde Park, ou His MAJESTY'S 


Birtu Day, June 4th, 1800. 


Tun ſame Ground nearly will be taken up as laſt Year, — And in addition, 
there will be another Line beyond the Serpentine River, with the Left ex- 
tending towards Kenſington Barracks, The whole will thus form nearly on 
Four Sides of a Square, the Right being placed at the Serpentine River where 
it iſſues from Kenſington Gardens, and then extending parallel—1ſt, to the 
Garden Wall; 2d, to the North Wall of the Park; 3d, to the Wall-nut 
Tree Avenue, till near the Angle of the Roads at IIyde Park Corner; 4th, 
from Hyde Park Corner along or behind His MAJESTY's Road leading to 
Kenſington. -

Under His Rorar, HienxESss the COMMANDER in CHIEF, 
Licutenant-General the Earl of HarninGToN will command the Line. 
The Four Sides of the Square will be commanded by

A proper Officer or Non-commiſſioned Officer with 2 or 3 Men and Camp 
Colours from each Corps, will be in Hyde Park, at the Ring, on Tueſday next, 
at 8 o'Clock in the Morning, when they will be ſhown and will mark the 
Ground their Corps is to occupy, 
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On FR 4th of June His MAJESTY will be on the Ground at Nine in the 
Morning preciſely. It is therefore neceſſary that each Corps ſhall arrive in 
Hyde Park (marching in by the moſt convenient Gate) ſo as to ſtand aſſembled 
in Cloſe Column of Companies or other Diviſions, on and behind the Right of 
its own Ground, at 7 o'Clock in the Morning, ready at the Moment ordered to 
deploy into Line; the Camp Colour Men to be at their Ground Half an Hour 
before their Corps, and one of them is to take Care to conduct his reſpective 
Corps to its Point, In this Manner the Right Company or Diviſion of each 
Corps will ſtand on its proper Ground which it is to occupy in the Line, and the 
others be in Cloſe Column behind it, and each Corps will for this Purpoſe march 
with its Right in Front. —The ſmall Corps will ſtand in One, 3 or Three 
Diviſions, according to their Strength. 


From this Situation the genetal Line will be ordered to be formed, by de- 
ploying to the Left; the whole are ſuppoſed Two deep, but any of the large 
Corps that chuſe to form Three deep are allowed to do fo, and will thereby con- 
tribute to reduce the Extent of the Line, which is a very defirable Circumſtance. 
No Corps muſt on any Account occupy more Ground than what will be aſſigned 
for it, and ſome of them may find it neceſſary when they firſt form in Line to 
double ſome Files, or place them in a Third Rank. 


The general Line wil} be thus formed two deep at cloſe Ranks. There will be 
an Interval of five Paces betwixt cach Corps great or ſmall, and each will be 
formed at cloſe Files, according to His MAJESTY's Regulations, twenty-two 
inches nearly being allowed for each File.— The Ranks will then be opened and 
the Officers advanced in Front. Where ſeveral ſmall Corps have united, they 
will be conſidered as a Battalion, aflemble as ſuch, and have no Interval of 
Diſtinction between each. 


Each Battalion of the Corps that are compoſed of more than one Battalion will 
aſſe mble in a ſeparate Cloſe Column, and from that Situation deploy into the general 
Line — Such Corps as bave Guns, will be allowed ſufficient Ground for their ſtand- 
ing on the Right of each, in addition to the common Interval of five Paces. 


A Signal Gun, a 12 Pounder, will be poſted at the moſt proper Place, for the 
advantage of the Whole. 


On the Firing of the fr Cannon, to notify His MAJESTY's Approach, the 
whole will ſtand ſhouldered in perfect Order, and the Guns of the Artillery Corps, 
will immediately and independently fire a Royal Salute of 21 Guns. 


When His MAJESTY arrives at a given central Point in Front of the Line, 
a ſecond Cannon will fire, and the whole Line, as much at the ſame Inſtant as 
poſlible, (each Corps by Command of its Chief) will preſent Arms : Officers will 
ſalute; the Drums will * and the Muſic will play GOD SAVE THE KING;

At 
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At the third Cannon, the Corps will in like manner Shoulder by Word of 
Command, ſupport Arms, and remain ſteady, 


His MAJESTY will proceed to the Right of the Line, and paſs along from 
Right to Left. —As He arrives near the Right of each Corps, each ſucceſſively 
will be commanded to carry Arms, and remain ſteady, but Officers do not ſalute; 
after His MAJESTY paſſes each Corps, Arms are ſupported. —The Drums will 
beat and the Muſic play in all the various Parts of the Line, while His MA- 
JESTY is paſſing along the Front, particularly in the Corps which He is paſſing. 


After His MAJESTY has paſſed along the Line, he will return to ſome central 


Point in its Front, probably to the N. E. Corner of the large Trees that ſurround 
the Ring. 


At the fourth Cannon, the whole will load, each Corps by its own Command, — 
And each Corps will in the ſame manner c/oſe its Ranks. 


At the #/1h Cannon the Firing will begin by Vollies of Corps, whether they are 
great or ſmall.— This will be a firing from the Center of the Line to each Flank, 
and two Central Corps will be fixed on to begin it, when theſe have fired, the two 
immediately to Right and Left of them, receive the Words—Ready, Preſent, Fire, 
and ſo on to each Flank of the Line, the [nterval between the Fire of one Corps, 
and the ready of the next, ſhould not exceed two Seconds—Should any Volley 
miſcarry, it is not to be ſtopt, or repeated, but to paſs for a Fire, and give no 


Interruption to the ſucceeding Corps. — The ſeveral Corps will load and n 
immediately after Firing. 


At the fixth Cannon, the ſame firing and loading will be repeated from Center 
to Flank. 


At the ſeventh Cannon, the ſame Firing will be repeated from Center to Flank ; 
but no further Loading is to take place; after this Firing, Pieces will be balf- 
cocked, Pans ſhut, and Firelocks ſhouldered. | 


At the eighth Cannon, Three Engliſh Cheers will be given, Hats and Hands 
waving in the Air, Drums beating, and Muſic playing GOD SAVE THE KING. 


In Firing the Vollies, the Pieces are to be preſented in the Air, as is uſual in 
Firing a Feu de joye. . 


His MAJESTY remaining nearly on the ſame Ground, the Line will paſs Him 

in Open Column of Companies or Diviſions, ſuppoſing each to be nearly 60 
Men, ſo that ſmall! Corps will paſs in one, two, or three Divifions according to 
their Numbers, and the larger Corps probably in their proper Companies. For 
this Purpoſe the Right Company or Diviſion of the Line will be ordered to 
advance a few Paces, be wheeled to the Left, and march in quick time cloſe along 
the 
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the Front of the Line (being followed in Open Column by each Diviſion or 
Company ſucceſſively as it comes to its turn) till it arrives at a certain Point 
oppoſite to His MAJESTY, where it is neceſſary for it to wheel in order to 
paſs—lIt there wwhee/s to the Right, and proceeds to within 200 Yards of 
His MAJESTY—The Part of the Line that is now in Column receives the 
word Ha/t, and immediately on the word March, proceeds in Ordinary Time, 
drefiing by the Right, and paſſes His MAJESTY, Ranks being opened, and 
Officers ſaluting The reſt of the Line in the ſame Manner follows in ſucceſſion ; 
and it is to be obſerved that all that Part of the Line which is to the Left of the 
Point where the leading Diviſion wheeled to the Right, remains in Line, till 
every Diviſion on its right is fairly entered into the paſſing open Column; it is 
then commanded to zwheel backwards on the left by Companies, and March on in 
the General Column, 


Lach Company (on its march) will open its Ranks at 150 Paces from His 
MAJESTY, and again cloſe them aſter paſſing. 


The Corps in paſſing muſt paſs as in open Column, and not increaſe the ori- 
ginal Intervals between Corps. 


Whatever Muſic firſt paſſes His MAJESTY, will wheel out to the Left, and 
remain playing till relieved by the next Band, and ſo of the others. 


When the Line receives His MAJESTY, and when he paſſes along it, 
Commanding Officers will be on Foot at the Head of their Corps When the 
Line marches paſt His MAJESTY, Lo and Field Officers may paſs 
either mounted or diſmounted. 


After paſſing His MAJESTY by at leaſt 250 or 300 Yards, the ſeveral Corps 
may proceed directly to their Quarters, and may diverge ſo as to paſs through 
ſuch Gates of the Park as are moſt convenient for their Purpoſe, all of them 
taking care to keep wide of the Rear of the paſſing Column—Such Corps as 
chooſe to make a ſhort Halt in tue Park after paſſing and after breaking from the 
general Column, will do it at ſuch a Diſtance from the Point of paſſing, as not 
to interrupt or interfere with the Movements of others that may be behind them, 
and may wiſh to proceed, Great Care muſt be taken to avoid or correct any 
Stop near the Park Gates, or Paſſages through the Rails. 


No Carriages will be admitted into Hyde Park on His MAJESTY's Birth 
Day. -
